“The very gradual tendency toward

“United States exports to 
during 1928, on the basis of early re- 
turns, appears to have slightly ex- 
ceeded those of 1927, but on account 
of the expansion of other markets 
the proportion to total exports de- 
clined.

As to Great Britain, the survey

“The progress of the coal and cot- 
ton industries in this direction were 
especially noteworthy,”’ it was

He admitted that ‘‘the whole radio 
structure at present is based on ad- 
vertising.”’ He did not think, how- 
ever, that it would be possible to 
charge the listeners of the country a 
fee, as in England; in fact, he said, 
he had been told on good authority 
that the radio programs of England, 
under government supervision, are 
not so good as those in the United 
States. 

Reid Seeks a “Yardstick.”’ 

Representative Reid of Illinois, in 
cross-éxamination, indicated that he 
intends to submit an amendment to 
the law setting forth in detail the 
duties of the commission, and that 
he will make an effort to up 
standards. For this purpose he is at- 
tempting to find a ‘“‘yardstick’’ for 
allocating power and wave-lengths. 

Discussing the work of radio engi- 
neers and of the commission, Judge 
Robinson said: 

‘“‘The trouble with radio engineers 
is that they think in terms of things 
and not in terms of people.’’ 

The engineers should make their 
recommendations in their own way 
regarding ‘‘things,’’ he said, and this 
should be translated into terms of 
‘‘people’’ by the commission. 

Judge Robinson denied that there 
is friction in the commission. He dif- 
fered from his fellow-commissioners 
about the reallocation plan, but said 
that aside from this there was no 
friction.

THE CHANGING CREDIT MARKET 


The Stock Exchange's report of 
last week, showing New York brok- 
ers’ borrowings to have increased 
$2,000,000,000 in a year, and the 
Federal Reserve’s simultaneous re- 
port that loans of this character, 
made for the account of other lend- 
ers than banks, had _ increased | 
$1,239,000,000, have inevitably caused 
discussion of the existing credit sit- | 
uation. On Wall Street the exact 
significance of the comparisons con- 
tinues to elicit dispute. People who 
consider the reports impartially, 
however, are apt to be impressed by 
the fact that, notwithstanding this 
obviously great increase in facilities 
for procuring credit, the rate for 
obtaining time loans of the kind has 
risen from 414 per cent a year ago 
to 715 today. Many of them sub- 
scribe to the judgment of the Na- 
tional City Bank, in its January bul- 
letin, that “the real test of whether 
“business is affected by the de- 
“mands of the stock market is 
“found ia the interest rate which 
“the market finds it necessary to 
“pay in order to draw money from 
“elsewhere and from other uses.” 

The statements also bring into 
view an interesting change which 
has occurred in the composition of 
our credit market. Inquiry by the 
Federal Reserve Bank has estab- 
lished the fact that, whereas in 1920 
commercial paper held by American 

banks and eligible for rediscount 
made up 25 per cent of their total 
loans and investments, its proportion 
is now only 15 per cent. It has de- 
increased not only relatively but ac- 
tually, falling in the period from 
$4,500,000,000 to $3,500,000,009. For 
this great change there are several 
explanations. A decade ago, and par- 
ticularly in the year of commercial 
speculation, 1920, merchants and 
producers were heavy borrowers on 
“inventory ’’; in other words, credit 
was used in great amount to carry 
unsold goods in a rising market. 
Today the cautious mercantile poli- 
cies, pursued since “ hand-to-mouth 
buying "” came into vogue after 1923, 
have vastly reduced the necessity for 
such credits. Along with that recog- 
nized change of practice has come 
wider recourse, by incorporated in- 
dustry, to the policy of financing 
business requirements through funds 
raised by sale of long-term securi- 
ties to investors. 

The practice was favored, Dr. 
BURGESS of the Reserve Bank pointed 
out in a recent speech, “ by current 
“low yields on securities, by the 
“profits bankers make in these 
“financing operations and by the 

. “freedom from obligation to banks 

“which it to business 

“men.” How far it was primarily 

an outgrowth of the abnormally 

easy-money period which ended in 

1928 remains to be determined; so 

does the question how soon the pro- 

ceeds of such security issues will 
have been used up in permanent ex- 
penditure on trade facilities. But it 
is not disputed that possession of 
these surplus funds by industrial 
corporations made possible last 
year’s enorm6us increase in what 
Wall Street calls “loans by others.”

The Federal Reserve sees 
no imminence of such results. Mem- 
ber banks still hold enough commer- 
cial paper to provide, together with 
loans on United States Government 
securities, for double the present out- 
standing total of rediscounts, which 
is much above the normal figure. The 
supply of government bonds is itself 
decreasing, however, at the rate of 
nearly a billion dollars annually, and 
no one can be absolutely certain 
what course will be pursued by the 
commercial paper market. 

Dr. BURGESS admitted that the law 
of 1913 had not contemplated these 
later changes, and that, carried to 
an extreme, they might “ make nec- 
“essary some modification of the 
“reserve act.” That the modifica- 
tion would take the form of admit- 
ting for rediscount loans with Stock 
Exchange collateral however, 
wholly outside the probabilities. The 
system may be said to be grounded 
on the principle of excluding such 
credits. We may discover in the 
next few years that we have been 
passing of late through an excep- 
tional economic period, some of 
whose financial phenomena are 
already matters of the past. What- 
ever the conclusion in that regard, 
the meaning of the abnormal credit 
absorption of the Stock Exchange, 
at a moment when the price of such 
credit is the highest since the infla- 
tion of 1920, is not easy to mistake.

RATIFYING WITH A HUSH. 


In demanding that the Senate 
ratify the multilateral treaty with- 
out a hint of reservation, a whisper 
of explanation, or any form of stat- 
ing what is understood by it, Secre- 
tary KELLOGG and Senator BORAH 
are trying to unsay, or at least sup- 
press, what has been said. They 
seem to imply that foreign govern- 
ments cannot read English—cer- 
tainly cannot read the Congressional 
Record. Any foreigners might be 
pardoned for not spending days and 
nights with that publication, but 
when it is their business to study a 
part of it, doubtless they do it. Thus 
they must be fully acquainted with 
every qualification which Senator 
BorRAH, as chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee of the Senate, 
has made in regard to the meaning 
and intent of the treaty. In effect, 
he explained that there is not a 
clause or word in it which would 


1S, 


i prevent the United States from do- 


ing whatever it chose in any kind 
of international complication. 

Previously, of course, the Foreign 
Ministers of other countries had 
taken full note of Secretary KEL- 
LOGG’S expository speech, along much 
the same lines as Senator BORAH’S 
defense of the treaty. But now it 
is alleged that if no formal report 
or statement of these well-known 
American views is made, the inno- 
cent foreigners will be unaware that 
they exist.. The theory seems to be 
that the old diplomatic phrase “ non 
avenu” can be written upon all the 
speeches and notes touching upon 
the point, and that the treaty will 
stand by itself without a scratch of 
official comment upon it. In this 
way the saying will be changed into 
“What is written is not written.’ 

If the world had not long been 
made familiar with the petty arti- 
fices to which great statesmen can 
stoop, all this would seem incredible. 
It is playing fast and loose with 
words. In the process all reality 
escapes. The particular point at 
issue is scarcely worth arguing 
about. France and England made 
public their distinct reservations in 
agreeing to the Kellogg treaty, and 
by raising no objection to them—in 
fact, by acquiescing in them—our 
government has virtually made them 
a part of the treaty. It could put 
something of its own into the under- 
standing, if it chose to. But whether 
it does or not is now of the smallest 
consequence. Yet the Senate is tied 
up in a deadlock over the question 
whether any kind of gloss, or inter- 
pretation, should be made to accom- 
pany the treaty in the act of ratify- 
ing it. This does not Signify a pin’s 
head, since all the world knows 
exactly what the American official 
position is. But members of the most 
august assembly on earth are quar- 
reling about this triviality as it it 
were of vital concern. The sooner 
they agree to ignore all such petti- 
ness and get to business, the better 
the country will like it.

An ingenious way to 
show the bulk and scope 
of a modern daily news- 
paper has been hit upon 
by The Philadelphia Eve- 
ning Bulletin.

The lingering, melancholy notes of 
taps sounded in Madison Square Gar- 
den yesterday, 10,000 heads bowed 
and the unique funeral service for 
Tex Rickard was ended in keeping 
with his picturesque career. 

A few minutes later the slow re- 
cessional of mourners, moving to the 
majestic measures of Chopin, passed | 
out to where another 10,000 persons 
watched the cortége start for Wood-| 
lawn Cemetery. The doors of the 
sports arena were closed. 
began removing the mourning drapes | 
and, soon transformed, the vast 
arena awaited the shouting and 
miiling fans. 

Another 10,000 had paid tribute to, 
the promoter before the funeral ser-| 
vice, passing beside the bier as thou- | 
sands had done on Tuesday night. 
The doors of the Garden were opened 
at 10 A. M. and a hundred patrol- 
men were stationed to keep the 
single file of mourners passing 
steadily through. They were of all 
ages and of all types. Battered vet- 
erans of the ring, fighters who were 
once great, rubbed elbows with mer- 
chants, editors, stars of the stage 
and screen. 


Celebrities Pay Last Tributes. 


Celebrities stood in line and then 
passed the coffin. Louis Mann 
was followed by Philadelphia Jack 
O’Brien.
